Pantaloon rejects it, and exit, greatly enrag- 
ed with the Clown for deceiving him 
the Girl then aſks Clown to buy an Orange, 
who ſignifies he has no money, and is follow- 
ing his Maſter — Harlequin then appears to 
him again in his on character Clown runs 
out, and returns with his Maſter, as before 
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to ſieze Harlequin, and are again diſappoĩint- 
ed by his ſecond change to the Orange Girl 


Pantaloon is greatly enraged ; ſtrikes Clown 


for deceiving and goes off ——Clown ſeems 
pleaſed with the Girl, and attempts to ſalute 
her--ſhe won't conſent, and.in the ſtruggle he 
ſleals an Orange from her baſket—andis going 
away with it——Harlequin again appears to 
him, and drives him off—Columbine re- 
turns from an upper entrance | as having eſ- 
eaped the purſuit ]--Harlequin tells her how 


he has deceived Pantaloon and Clown—and 


goes off with her, dancing as the Orange Girl.
